OF THE 

BAR ASSOCIATION 
OF THE HAWAIIAN ISLANDS 



ARTICIiE 1. 

NAIifE. 

The Name of this Association shall "be 
"THE BAR ASSOCIATION OF THE HA- 
WAIIAN ISLANDS." 

ARTICLE 2. 
OBJECTS. 

The Objects of 'this Assoclattor i shall be to 
promote good fellowship among Its members; 
to make all proper suggestions for the im- 
provement of the present system of practice 
In the courts of the Hawaiian Islands; to 
consl-der such questions of law and legisla- 
tion as may be of interest to the bar, and 
nmke such recommendations in the prem- 
ises as may be deemed proper; to aid our 
Judiciary in the administTatlon of Justice; 
to advance the interests of the Bar of the 
Hawaiian Islands in every way consistent 
with 'the public good, and to do such other 
thingrs as properly come within the scope of 
similar org'anizations. 
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This Association Is strictly non-political, 
and shall not be used directly or indirectly 
for political purposes. 

AGEITICLE 3. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. AH attorneys at law who were 
present at the meetingr held June 24th, 1899, 
and who were present at the meeting held 
June 28th, 1899, shall be deemed Charter 
Members of the Association. 

Seotion 2. Any practitioner admitted to 
practice in the Courts of Record in the Ha- 
waiian Islands shall be eligible to election 
to miembershlp. 

ELECTION OF MEMBERS. 

•Section 3. Application for membership in 
this Association shall be made in writing 
addressed to the Secretary, endorsed by two 
members of the Association, and posted In 
the office of th-e Clerk of the Judiciary De- 
partment for ait least one week prior to be- 
ing acted upon by the Association. Appli- 
cations for membership herein may be bal- 
loted upon at any regular or special meet- 
ing of this Association, and if there shall be . 
not more than one negative vote in five such 
applicanit shall be duty elected. 

EXPUDSION OF MEMBERS. 

'Section 4. Any member who shall have 
failed to pay his dues for over six months, 



or s-hall iJe charged with unprofessional con- 
duct, and found guilty thereof by this Asso- 
ciation, shall be expelled from memberahlp 
in this Asjoclatlon. Provided, however, that 
9UGfh members shall be furnished with a 
written copy of any such charge, and allow- 
ed an opportunity to defend himself; and, 
provided further, that a two-thirds vote of 
the members present, exclusive of himself, at 
the meeting at which such charge is heard, 
shall be necessary to expel. 

ARTICLE 4. 
MEETINGS. 

The annual meeting of this Association 
shall "be held on the last Wednesday of the 
month of May in each and every year. Quar- 
terly meetings shall be held on the last Wed- 
nesday of the month of August, November 
and February of each and every year. Special 
meetings may be called at any time at the 
written request of not less than five mem- 
bers of the Association, after ten day's no- 
tice thereof being first given to each member 
by the Secretary, stating the object of such 
meeting. 

Fifteen members shall constitute a quo- 
rum, and no proxies shall be allowed. 

ARTICLE 6. 

OFFICERS. 

The Ofllcers of this Association shall be a 
Ppfrsiden/t, Vice-President, Secretary and 



Treasurer, whose duty shall be those usually 
appertaining to such offices; and Standlngr 
Committees as provided by the by-laws, 

ARTICLE 6. 

DUBS. 

There shall be an admission fee of Two 
Dollars and Fifty Cents ($2.50), and annual 
dues of Five Dollars ($5.00), payable semi- 
annually. 

ARTICLE 7. 

BL'BCTICWS. 

Officers of 'this Association shall be elected 
at each annual meeting, and shall hold office 
until itheir suacessora are elected. 

ARTICLE 8. 
ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

The Order of Business of this Association 
shall be as follows: 

1st. Reading- of Minutes of previous meet-r 
Ing. 

2d. Reading of Communications. 

3d. Reports of Officers and Committees, 

4th. Unfinished Business . 

5th. New Business. 
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ARTICLE 9. 

AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTION. 

This 'Coin«titutton may be amended at any 
regular -meaJtlnsr of the Assodation by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present; provdd- 
ed, that at least ten day's no>tic€ of the pro- 
nosed amendmeait 'shall be griven by the Sec- 
retary in writing to each member, fully set- 
ting' forth the proposed amendment. 




BY-LAWS 



Section 1. There shall be an Executive 
Committee of nine members, consisting of 
the President, Vice-President, Secretary-j 
Treasurer, and five othe-r members of the 
Association, to be appointed annually by the 
President. Three members of the Executive 
Committee shall constitute a quorum for 
regular meetings. 

Section 2. The Executive Committee shall 
have control of the funds and property of 
the Association, subject to the Oonsititution, 
and such action as the Association may take 
at its meetings, and it shall carry out and 
give effect to \the Constitution, resolutions 
and votes of the Association. 

Section 3. The Executive Committee shall 
meet on the Friday immediately preceding 
each regular meeting of the Association, and 
at either times upon the call of the chairman 
thereof, provided said call be approved in 
writing by the President of the Association. 

Section 4. There shall be an Annual Din- 
ner given on the evening of the last Friday 
of May. The fee for each member desiring 
to attend the same shall be fixed by the 
Execu'tlve Committee at a sum not exceeding

$5. All Judg>es o* the Counts of Record and 
Judgres of the United States shall be guests 
of the Association at such dinner, and such 
persons, not residents of the Republic, as 
may be approved by the Executive Commit- 
tee. Said Commi'ttee shall supervise all 
arrangrements for such dinner, and it may 
expend out of the funds of the Association 
Buch an aanount as shall be necessary to de- 
fray 'the expenses arising out of the invita- 
tions that may be extended as aforesaid and 
acceiDited by the parties invited. 

Section 5. At the Annual Dinner a Paper 
shall be read, or an Address given, upon 
some legal or other subject, by some person 
to be chosen bv the Executive Committee, 
and the same may be followed by a general 
discussion, each member being limited to ten 
minutes. 

Section 6. All resolutions, if so ordered by 
one-third of the mem'bers present at any 
meeting of the Association shall be referred 
to the Executive Committee for consideration 
and report and said Committee may report 
upon the same forthwith; but, failing so to 
do, it shall report thereon at ^l meeting im- 
mediately following the introduction thereof, 
unless given further time for considera/tion. 

Section 7. Upon the demand of one-third 
of the members present at any meeting of 
the Association, or of the Executive Oom- 
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mittee, the vote upon any^ matter shall be 
taken by Yeas and Nays. 

Section 8. All elections shall be <by ballot, 
unless otherwise ordered by a two-thirds 
vote of 'the Associa'tion. 

•Section 9. The Executive Committee and 
the Treasurer of the Associa'tion shall render 
reports at each annual meeting- of the Asso- 
ciation. The Treasurer's report shall be sub- 
mitted 'to the Audi'tor for verification at least 
ten days before 'the annual meeting. 

Section 10. The President Shall annually 
appoint an Auditor to serve for one year, or 
until his successor is appointed. He shall 
audit the accoun'ts of the Treasurer and re- 
port his flndlners to the Association at the 
annual meeting next following his appoint- 
ment. 

Section 11. It shall be deemed unprofes- 
sional for any member of the Association to 
give, or allow, any commission, bonus or re- 
ward to any person not a member of the 
Bar, for any legal business of what kind or 
nature soever which may be broug-ht 'to him 
by such person. 

Section 12. In the absence of the President 
and the Vice-President, the Chairman, or 
any member of the Executive Committee, 
may call the Association to order, and a 
President pro tem. ^hall be elected. 
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•Secftion 13. The Executive Committee shall, 
in the event of the death of any member 
of the Association, make such arrangements 
for the obsequies, and lake such action in 
connection therewith, as it may deem best. 

(Section 14. All Judges of the Cour'ts of 
Record of Hawaii, and all Judges of the 
United States Courts in Hawaii, shall be 
honorary members of the Association, and 
exempt from all fees and dues. 

Section 15. No memiber shall speak more 
than ten minutes upon ' any matter before 
the Association, nor sfhall he speak more than 
twice upon the same subject, unless by unan- 
imous consent. 

Section 16. Any ©y-iLa-w may 'be amend- 
ed or suspended at any regular meeting by 
a three-fourths vote of the members present. 

Section 17. Cushing's Manual shall be the 
parliamentary gui-de for the Association.
